After being before State’s Attorney Deneen 
for almost four hours yesterday afternoon 
Capt. Ddward Williams, manager of the Ma- 
sonic temple, declared that he personally 
had paid the 1901 taxes on the big building, 
aggregating $26,770.17, into the county treas- 
urer’s office last April and received the re- 


céipt which is branded by the county officials | 


as a forgery. — 

His every statement is denied point blank 
by Chief Clerk Becker, County Treasurer 
Raymond, and other attachés of the office, 
who insist not one cent of money was ever 
paid into the public treasury. In making 
this statement Capt. Williams shattered his 


tectives were sent out last night with orders 
to bring in Luke Wheeler and a half dozen 
other witnesses. 

Malcolm Dale Owen, well known as a law- 
yer, is expected to call on Mr. Deneen this 
morning, and it is expected he may be able to 
throw some light on the matter. 


Wheeler Has a Police Record.

“If that sum of money had been paid here 
in currency,” said Assistant Treasurer An- 
drews, every man in this office would have 
known it. We have never received such 
large payments in cash. The money was not 


paid.“ 
Several Men Are Watched. |

ments are expected to show who is telling 
the truth in the matter.

1900 taxes, aggregating $30,192, were so 
paid last year. Mr. Becker, however, pro- 
duced from the files the record of a check 
drawn on the Bankers’ National bank with 
which those taxes were paid.

i Case of Forged Note. 
Wheeler was arrested a few months ago, a 
warrant for his arrest being taken out March 
29 last before Justice Chariton by John D. 
Rowe, a broker with offices at 115 Dearborn 
street. The young man was charged with 
forging the name of N. B. Holden to a prom- 
issory note for $1,000 and putting up the 
paper with Rowe as collateral for a loan. 
After many continuances, however, the case 
was dismissed. 

Mr. Holden at first denied that there had 
been such an incident, but later said: “I 
remember that about six months ago there 
was some trouble about a note which had 
been forged in my name. It was presented 
to me by Justice Chariton and I pronounced 
ita forgery at once.

HOSTILE FLEET ON WAY. 


Fifteen Battleships, Cruisers, and 
Gunboats Are to Attempt 
to Dash by Long 
Island Forts. 


MacArthur today made public the full scope 
and purpose of the joint maneuvers of the 


mimic. war drama which is now in process 
of development. 

Supplies and munitions of war arearriving 
by steamer loads at the big forts at the 
entrance to Long Island sound. Transports 
are landing troops daily and rapid fire guns, 
six pounders and gatlings,“are being secretly 
distributed to points known only to army 
officers, 

a Will Seem Like War. 

The plan of operations is based upon the 
assumption that, in anticipation of a decia- 
ration of hostilities, a strong hostile fleet 
determines to make a dash on the eastern 
entrance of Long Island sound to secure 
a naval base, in the expectation of finding 
the land forces in an unprepared condition. 

The periods of the thaneuvers are to be di- 

vided into two distinct phases—period of 
preparation and period of fhostflities. Dur- 
ing the first period there wil] be a day at- 
tack and a night attack by the fleet, and if 
possible a bombardment and the forcing of 
u passage. — 
During the ensuing period mines and ob- 
structions may be planted by the defense, 
and the conditions of war are to be followed 
as closely as possible. 

On the part of the army, the information 
to be gained relates to the general efficiency, 
down to the smallest detail, of all that ap- 
pertains to the construction and armament 
of the land defenses. The navy will concern 
itself with the best means of obtaining 
ranges, the effect of mines and obstructions, 
formations of attack, efficiency of signals, 
the use of searchlights, and the general con- 
trol of artillery fire. 

Big’ Forts to Participate. 

The period of preparation will be from mid- 
night, Aug. 29, to midnight, Aug. 31, the 
period of hostilities extending from the la- 
ter hour to noon, Sept. 6. | 

The defense will consist of Forts Rodman, 
Adams; Wetherill, Greble, Manefield, Wright, 
Michie, Terry, and the fort on Gardner’s 
point. The attack will consist of about fif- 
teen ships, of which five will rank as battle- 
ships and thy rest as cruisers and gunboats. 

The naval militia will embark at Newport 
on Aug. 30 to be distributed to the ships. 
At the close of the maneuvers the attacking 
fleet will in review before the forts. j 

Blaborate rules are laid down to estimate 
the value of the fire of guns of all calibers 
80 as to determine whenany ship or fort shall 
be considered to have been put out of:ac- 
tion or silenced. All mines are to be fully 
connected and furnished with dummy charges 
and fuses, the explosion of which will be 
supposed to entail the destruction of any 
Vessel passing over a mine. | 

No communication will be held with the 
shore by the fleet except under a flag of 
truce and no boats will be allowed alongside 
the ships.

Talks to Business Men.

“T have great faith in your judgment. 1

existence of the great corporations, which 
we rather loosely designate as trusts. But 
I wish to say one or two things as pre- 
liminary. In the first place I have not come 
here to say that I have discovered a patent 
cure al! for the trusts. 

“When people's minds are greatly agi- 
tated on any subject, and especially when 
they feel deeply, but rather vaguely, thet 
conditions are not right, it is far pleasanter 
in addressing them to be indifferent as to 
what you promise, but it is much less pleas- 
ant afterward. 5 

Promises Must Be Kept. 
Ot course, the worth of a promise con- 
sists purely in the way in which the per 


formance squares with it. That has gottwo 
sides to it. In the first place, if a man is 


promise made on the stump as one made off 
the stump. In the second place, if the peo- 
ple keep their heads they won't wish prom- 
ises to be made which are impossible of per- 
formance. 

Now,. you see that one side of that ques- 
tion is my duty and the other side is yours. 
Mankind goes ahead but slowly, and it goes 
ahead mostly through each of us trying to 
do—or at least through each of the majori- 
ty of us trying to do—the best thati« in him, 
and doing it im the most intelligent and san- 
est way. We founded our republic on the 
theory that the average man will as a rule

Républic Depends Upon People. : 
It our fathers were mistaken in that 
theory—if ever the mass of the people do 
what is unwholesome, what is wrong—then 
the republic cannot stand. I care not how 
good its laws; I care not in what marvelous 
mechanism its constitution may be embod- 
ied. Back of the law, back of the adminis- 
tration, back of our system of government 
lies the average manhood of our people, In 


our citizenship does or does not wax in 
growth and grace. | 

Now, when we come to the question of 
good citizenship, the first requisite is that 


A man is hot a good citi- 
zen, I do not care how lofty his thoughts 
are about citizenship in the abstract, if in 
the concrete his actions do not bear them 
out, and it does not make much difference 
how high his aspirations for mankind at 
large are.

Every one who thinks knows that the only 
way in which any problem of great impor- 
tance was ever successfully solved was by 
consistent and persistent effort toward a 
given end, effort that did not end with any 
one election or with any one year, but was 
continued steadily, temperately, and reso- 


lutely. 
Denial of Evils Held Folly. 
It is a little difficult to set clearly before 
us all of the evils, that * 
tlemen, and especially those gen 
large means, who 15 — the evils exist 
are acting with great folly. 
“TI am far from being against property 
“when I ask that the question of trusts be 
taken up. I am acting in the most conserva- 
tive sense in property's interest. When a 
great corporation is sued for violating the 
anti-trust law it is not a move against prop- 
erty: it is a move in favor of property, be- 
cause when you can make it evident that all 
men, big and small alike, have to obey the 
law you are putting the safeguard of law 
around all men. When you make it evident 
that fo man shall be excused for violating 
the law you make it evident that every man 
will be protected from violation of the law. 
iam Inclined to think that much the 
greatest trouble in any immediate handling 
of the question of the trust comes from our 
system of government. Let me go back one 
moment. I want to guard what I am say- 
ing. I want you to understand that my 
words are being taken at their exact face 
‘value.

a International Problem Ahead. 
„Gentlemen, if what we read in the papers 
fs true, they are speaking of a number of 
international trusts now. It would be diffi- 
uit for any set of laws, on our part, to deal 
completely with a problem which ‘becomes 
‘international in ite bearings, but a great deal 
ean be done in various ways now. A great 
deal is being done and a great deal more

At present 
we have really no efficient control over a 
big corporation which does business in more 
than one state. Frequently the corporation 
"has nothing whatever to do with the s:ate 
in which it is incorporated except to get in- 
corporated, and its actions may be taken in 
entirely different communities—communities 
which may object much to the mothods of 

incorporation in the state named. 


States Will Not Act in Unison, 


* I do not think you can get action by any 
state, action by all the states, that will give 
ue satisfactory control of the trusts or big 
corporations, andthe result is at present that 
we have a great, powerful, artificial creation, 

| which has no creator to which it is responst- 
ble. 

“ Of course it is a mere truism that the cor- 
poration is the creature of the state; that 
the state is sovereign. Now I want to make 
a real and nota nominal sovereign; to have 
some one sovereign to which the corpora- 
tion shall be really and not nominally re- 
sponsible. 

At present if we pass laws nobody can 
tell whether they. will amount to anything. 
Now that has two bad effects. In the first 
place, the eorporation becomes indifferent 
to the law making body, and in the next 
place, gentlemen, the law making body gets 
into that most pernicious custom of passing 
a law, not with reference to what will be 
done under it, but with reference to its effects | 
on the opinions of the voters. That is a bad 

en body of lawmakers passes a 

Jaw not solely with reference to whether 
that law will do good or ill, but with the 
knowledge that not much will come of ft, 
and yet that, perhaps, the people, as a whole, 
will likely think it was good, it does not 
peak, well for the lawmakers and it does 
not speak well for the people, either. 


Nation to Have Real Control. 


What I hope to see is power given to the 
national legislature which shall make the 
contro] real. It would be an excellent thing 
if we could have all the states act on sim- 
Har lines, so that it would be unnecessary 

for the national government to act, but all 
* of you know perfectly well the states will 
not act on similar lines. 

Nothing has been done in the direction 
of intelligent dealing by the states as a col- 
jective body with these great corporations. 
Nere in Massachusetts you have what I re- 
ward as on the whole excellent corporation 
Jaws. I think that most of our difficulties— 
here again, remember, I am not promising 
the miliennium ; itis not in my power to prom- 
se it—would be in a fair way of solution if 
we had the power to put on the national 
statute books and did put on them laws for 
the mation much like those you have here on 

the subject of corporations in Massachusetts. 

“Go you can see, gentlemen, I am not ad- 

vyoceating anything revolutionary. I am advo- 
eating action to prevent anything revolu- 
tionary. Now, if we can get adequate control 
by the nation of these corporations, then 
we can pase legislation which will give us 
the power of regulation and supervision over 
them, If the nation had that power, mind 
you, I should advocate as strenuously as I 
knew how that that power should be exer- 
cised with extreme caution and seif-restraint.

. Commended by English Press. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The comments of the 
English press on President Roosevelt's ut- 
terances on the trust problem are colored by 
the anomalies of recent experience with for- 
eign competition, which it has been shown 
would be more serious without the combina- 
tions than it te with them. That is the 
teaching of recent trade with Germany, 
where the exports to England are now regu- 
lated by cartels and syndicates, and where 
the cheapening of prices has been 
even when times were hard. 

The same moral is abo drawn from the 
statistics of the United States trade in iron 
and steel with the united kingdom. The 
first effect of the enormous manufacturing 
combinations of the United States has not 
been detrimental to the industrial interests 
here, except that the working people and 
consumers have suffered in some instances 
from the increased prices of food supplies. 

The president’s utterances on trusts are 
pronounced both temperate and logical by 
the English press. Since the combinations 
serve some useful and legitimate purposes 
they yet require, In extreme instances, rigor- 
ous control by the national government. 


No Protection in British Law. 

The Wnglish journals frankly, admit that 
there are no resources in the lish law for 
regulating the trusts here, but fall back upon 
the familiar generalization that nations with 
high tariffs are exposed to greater risks of 
abuses by industrial combinations than na- 
tions with low tariffs. 

The Evening Standard considers that 
Roosevelt's definition of the position com- 
bines ought to occupy is precisely what 
is expected of a man of the president's tem- 
perate, logicale mind,” and adds that the 

supervision of 
capitalistic rings is admirable in theory al- 
though it is not easy to surmise how it can 
be made operative.“ | 

The Pall Mall Gazette remarks: ‘ Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's pronouncement leaves no 
doubt that he intends at least to scotch some 
of the leviathan enterprises which are dele- 
terious to the general community. At the 
same time he is too wise to ignore thé fact 
that the tendency of commerce is in the 
direction of a concentration of forces and 
that this force needs guidance and not blind 
opposition.

OHIO LEGISLATORS MEET 
70 MAKE LAWS FOR CITIES. 


te 
Nash in His Message Urges Speedy 
Action to Bring Order Out of Chaos, 


Columbus, O., Aug. 25:—The Ohio legisla- 
ture convened at 8 p. m. today in extraordi- 
nary session to enact laws to provide for the 
government of municipalities and to restore 
lost jurisdiction to the Supreme court, these 
matters having been rendered chaotic by the 
action of that court during the early summer. 

After roll call the governor's message, ac- 


was received. Following this, resolutions 
were offered on the death of William Bell Jr., 
former secretary of state. Adjournment was 
then taken. 

In his message Gov. Nash first calls atten- 
tion to the act passed last May, depriving the 
Supreme court of nearly all the appellate 
jurisdiction formerly possessed by the court. 
The repeal of the act is recommended. Con- 
tinuing, the message says: 

“ During the last days of June the Su- 
preme court of the state handed down 
several decisions which practically deprived 
our municipal corporations of all govern- 
ment. Constitutional government must be 
restored to our cities and villages. 

“The task must be approached with a 
spirit of give and ‘take,’ and with a deter- 
mination to accomplish something which will 
bring order out of chaos. It is time enough 
to attempt to have our favorite ideas in re- 
gard to municipalities incorporated into law 
after order has been restored. 

“TI suggest that by joint resolutions you re- 
fer the school laws to the state commissioner 
of common schools and the attorney general; 
the laws relating to the compensation of 
county officers to the auditor of state, secre- 
tary of state, and the attorney general, with 
instructions to revise and recodify said laws, 
remove therefrom all imperfections, and 
have their work ready for presentation to 
the general assembly of Ohio on the first 
Monday in January; in 1904.“ 

He earnestly recommends that no other 
subject of legislation be considered.

Dean Smith of the University Gives Out 
Some Interesting Figures—Men

In connection with the constant agitation 
at the University of Chicago in regard to

terly report of Dean Alexander Smith of the 
junior colleges on the work of the summer 
term. The report was presented yesterday. 
Preceding it, Dr. Harper made a brief state- 
ment of the present importance of summer 
work. 

It used to be,“ said President Harper, 
that it was considered absurd for the uni- 
versity to attempt to carry on work in sum- 
mer. The fact that this summer 300 univer- 
sities and colleges have offered summer 
courses proves that there is no lack of stu- 
dents. The university has had a large at- 
tendance this year, in spite of the great et- 
forts at summer work carried on elsewhere, 
especially in the south.“ 

Although Dean Smith's report covers onty 
the juntor colleges, some of its statements 
are significant. The total attendance of the 
university this summer is approximately 
1,750, of which number 925 are men and 825 
are women. In the junior colleges there

ters, and elevator constructors. | 
Workmen employed in redecorating the 
residence of Marshall Field, Nineteenth 
street and Prairie avenue, were called out 
also, as were the employés of the frm en- 
gaged in renovating a west side church, and 
in other work at Lafayette, Ind., and Spring- 
field. III. 
This is the first sympathetic strike in the 
bullding trades since the days of the Building 
Trades council. Charles Rau, president of 
the board of business agents, when asked 
if the strike did not mean a violation of the 
agreements with the contractors replied: 
It does, but the contractors must live up 
to their agreements. Our men will not work 
in a building where the terms are violated.” 


Messengers Still on Strike.

THE PRISON | 

The forthcoming session of the national 
prison congress, which will meet at Phila- 
delphia Sept. 13-17, is likely to be the most 
important in its action and the most signi- 
ficant and far reaching in its discussions 
which that body has yet held. Reports will 
be made by Supt. J. A. Leonard of the Ohio 
state reformatory, Judge R. S. Tuthill of 
Chicago, Mrs. Elizabeth Tuttle of Boston, 
Warden Garvin of the Weathersfield 
(Conn.) penitentiary, Superintendent of Po- 
lice Sylvester of Washington, D. C., and 
Secretary A. W. Butler of the Indiana state- 
board of charities upon the progress of re- 
form work in their various departments. 
Thirty or more of the most prominent work- 
ers in the field of penology and criminology 
will discuss various questions relating to 
the proper treatment of criminals and the 
best methods of preventing crime. 

It is understood that the keynote of the 
proceedings of the congress will be reforma- 
tion as the basis of just and consistent pun- 
The leading participants in the 
proceedings will be the men who are actively 
concerned in ordering punishment, in enforc- 
ing it, and who have personally to deal with 
convicts. The suggestions of men who have 
knowledge of the facts and experience in 
prison management are always to be lis- 
tened to If any are entitled to 
pronounce upon the possibility of reforming 
criminals they are the ones. 

It is certainly time that the science of 
penology should be given a test. Some kinds 
of crime are increasing every year. This

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ON ALPHONSO DE BOURBON, 
known to many of his American 
friends at Nice and Cannes by the 
name of Count Caserta, and whois a 
claimant to the now defunct throne 


of Naples, as well as to the title of king of 
the two Sicilies and of Jerusalem, has just 
| started a subscription among Catholics 
throughout the world for the purpose of pre- 
senting to the pope a gem formerly owned 
by the reigning house of Naples, and the his- 
tory of which is strange. 
The most remarkable topaz in the world, 
à magnificent Brazilian stone, weighing in 
the neighborhood of nearly four pounds, was 
in the eighteenth century regarded as one 
of the principal crown jewels of the reign- 
ing house of Naples and of the two Sicilies. 
In the early part of the last century it was 
turned over to Prof. Andrea Cariello for the 
purpose of engraving it with a representation 
of the last supper. He devoted ten years 
to the work and spent over $20,000 in dia- 
monds, diamond powder, etc., needed for the 
cutting of the stone. 7 ES 


Meanwhile the reighing house of Naples 
had become involved in those difficulties 
which culminated. in its overthrow, and the 
tone remained In the hands of the family 

k the professor who had done the cutting. 

The late King Francis of Naples, who died 
in exile, was until the moment of his death 
involved in such financial difficulties that 
he was obliged to pledge all his silver plate 
and his own jewelry as well as that of his 
wife at Attenborough’s, the great London 
pawnbrokers. And it was therefore out of 
the question for him to pay either for the 
} cutting of the topaz or for the expenses 
incurred by the cutter in connection there- 
with. The heir and successor of ex-King 
Francis—namely: the count of Caserta—is 
equally badly off, having a family of near 
twoscore children and little to keep them on. 

So having been appealed to by the heirs 
of Prof. Andrea Cariello for settlement of 
their claim in connection with the stone 
the count has now declared that being unable 
to pay the bill he must leave them in the 
legal possession of the topaz, to which he re- 
nounces all further rights of ownership. 
Realizing, however, that the stone would 
be more or leas of a white elephant for the 
Cartellos, he has suggested to them that they 
should hold it until, through his efforts, a 
Can be raised with a 
view purchase and presentation to 
Leo XIII. 

This proposal has met with widespread ap- 
proval, the more so as the work of the late 
Prof. Cariello is declared to be the finest 
and most exquisite piece of precious stone 
engraving that has been achieved in modern 
times—no one being more enthusiastic about 
the matter than the learned director of the 
National museum at Naples. 

A committee has now been formed at 
Naples, under the presidency of the arch- 
bishop, for the raising of Subscriptions, and 
circular letters are being dispatched from 
the archbishupric at Naples to all other sees, 
both at home and abroad, calling for sub- 
scriptions, so that there is every likelihood 
of the great topaz eventually finding Jts 
way to the vatican, where it will figure among 
the countless treasures there preserved. 


Apropos of Rome, I hear a curious story 
as to the reason why Cardinal Gotti was 
chosen for the position of red pope — that 
is, of prefect of the propaganda—rather than 
Cardinal Vincent Vannutelli, who was gen- 
erally regarded at Rome and abroad .as 
destined to succeed the late Cardinal Ledo- 
chowski. It seems that at the moment of 
the operation performed on Leo XIII. some 
time ago Cardinal Vannutelli summoned a 
meeting of his special adherents—cardinals 
and prelates of minor rank—in order to de- 
cide upon a course of action in the event of 
the death of the aged pontiff. The latter on 
his recovery learned of this meeting and of 
its purpose, and resented deeply that a fatal 
issue of the operation performed upon him 
should have been thus discounted. 

It is for this reason that Vannutelli was 
passed over by Leo XIII. in connection with 
the making of the appointment of prefect of 
the propaganda, and was given instead an 
office even less important and lucrative than 
the one which he had held until then. ye 


Cardinal Gotti, by the way, is winning 
golden opinions by the courteous and demo- 
cratic manner in which he is administering 
the duties of prefect of the propaganda. 
The late Cardinal Ledochowski, a Polish 
robleman, was possessed of the most irritable 
temper and haughty disposition, and was so 
impatient of all contradiction that, especial- 
ly toward the last, it became almost im- 
possible to transact business with him. His 
arrogance, even in his intercourse with the 
other members of the sacred college, was 
something beyond all conception. Cardinal 
Gotti, although a prince of the church, never

theoretical point of view, seems to be a 
sound argument.

“ Whatever exchange Kk was which caused 
the early depression at the beginning of last 
week seems to have melted away like snow 
im a July sun, leaving the market as bare 


“The supply of commercial bills was not 
so large as expected, in fact, not even so 
ag as the previous week, while we nad ex- 
pected an increase. 
“Part of the demand which caused the 
week's reaction is attributed to require- 


ons to the last English government loan. 
Since the demand has thus again overtaken. 
the supply the bankers’ loan bille have made 
their appearance, after having disappeared 
for a time. In the absence of commercial

The filling 
of them demanded a large quantity of both 
December and May and kept the price quite 
gteadily advancing until the close. This was 
done in a leading way by Bartlett-Frazier, 
Pringle, Scott, and many of the influential 
houses. The supply in a general way came 
from Richardson, Gifford, 
Brosseau, and others. 

The visible supply showing of 425,000 bu 
dherease was something of a surprise, as 
the trade generally expected a more or less 
sizable decrease. The total supply is now 
20,608,000 bu, or 5,318,000 bu smaller than a 
year ago. The English visible increased 
$12,000 bu, as compared with a decrease the 
previous week of 298,000 bu, and an increase 
@ year ago of 1,201,000 bu. 

At no time was there any special selling 
pressure on the market, and at all times the 
demand was sufficient to take care of the 
offerings. Outside markets all showed a 
healthier tone, Minneapolis, Duluth, and St.

Oats Recover Early Weakness. 

There was a dip in oats prices early in the 
day, but it was soon recovered, and the mar- 
ket subsequently ruled strong, closing 4@%c 
higher. The early weakness was brought 
about chiefly by heavy selling on the part of 
the same interests that sold the corn—name- 
ly: the Patten-Frazier crowd. May was of- 
fered more freely than any of the other 
months. Later a good demand sprung up for 
the September, Harris-Gates brokers taking 
A good deal of it, and local traders follow- 
ing that lead. The rally in September helped 
the more distant futures to recover, al- 
though there was good general buying of the 
latter by commission. houses. based on un- 
favorable weather and poor grading.
